The weather during the, past -week hue 
been warm and gorierally fair and" favora- 
ble forfsrui work, though light showers 
occurred "over moat 6E the stale aod heavy 
rains in a few localities. Most of the. Heavy 
rain fell in localities where there had, pre-', 
viously been excessive rains, and made tho \ 
ground too wet to permit haf vesting.to" be 
carried on advantageously. Haying, har- 
vesting nnd'threshing work" has been, ac- 
complished. .Except for occasional show- 
ers, the weather continues dry in -the 
southern part of the slate, and in some 
localities the drouth is beco'ming serious. 
Considerable wheat has been threshed dur- 
ing the week. A good average yield con- 
tinues to be turned out, In many locali- 
ties of the central district the yield is very 
heavy. In some localities the yield of rye 
is very poor, but generaly a good quality 
Oat harvest is well.ndvanced in the north- 
ern district. In many places it has been- 
completed and threshing has begun, in 
many fields the ground is so wet that it can 
not be harvested, nnd it will probably be: 
lost. The average yield will be good. In 
the central arid southern districts a great 
deal of the crop haB been threshed and an 
average yield turned qoL Under the fav- 
orable conditions of the past week corn has 
made good progress and prospects for a 
large crop is favorable. In the northern 
and central districts conditions axe fine, 
but i« the, southern district prospects are 
not so favorable. Thedry weather in some 
parts oE the south has already eaused some 
damage to the crop. Haying iB practically 
completed, the yield being good. Potatoes 
promise a large crop; but are rotting in 
many localities.

The Cuban House of Representatives

The Santa Fe Itatlroad has Issued a

next on the list. 

An earthquake shook .Missoula County, 
Mont., causing damage and w wrecking 
some old houses. It lusted about two sec- 
onds, the vibrations being quick and 
short. At Bonner one of the large dyna- 
mos of the electrical plant was shaken 
from its adjustment. 

The body of an unidentified woman was

Illinois leads the world- In. the produc- 
tion of broom corn, and in 1809 furnlabcd 
00,7: percent .of all the broom corn rais- 
ed in this/country. These are the census 
figiiros'for JD00,-and the bulletin shows 
that In 1890 Illinois raised nearly twice 
as"ffi<ich- broom corn as was produced in 
the" whole country. 10*1880. In 1809 Illi- 
nois had 03,137 acres fn broom, corn' and 
produced .00,005,520 pounds, which was 
valued at 52,a57,O00. Tho banner coun- 
ty. of the State was Goles, which had 34,- 
007. acres and produced 23,018,030 
pounds. In 1870 Illinois,- Iowa", Kansas, 
Missouri, New York and Ohio produced 
more tuau 1,000,000 pounds each, the 
aggregate of these seven States being 
94.13 per cent of the total crop.. The total 
area devoted to* the production of broom 
corji In 180D wnsj.78 1 ti84_dcrcs Itt the' 
United' States, and of this Illinois had 
05,137 acres, or more than ohc-hnlf. Tho 
total production for the United States 
was 00,047,370 pounds, and Illinois pro- 
duced 00,005,020 pounds. The total 
value of the crop was $3,588,414, an aver- 
ago of 4 cents a pound and $20.00 per 
awe, "" Illinois broom' corn raisers re- 
ceived $2,357,000 for their crop.

For- farmers who desire to estab- 
lish a small herd of a dozen cows, 
where dairying :s to be made a spec- 
ialty, the selection of the highest type 
Biro and crossing on grade cows of ex- 
ceptional individuality mm Quality Is 
advisable. It has been shown by fre- 
quent experiment that grade cattle, 
whether for either 'beef or milk pro- 
duction, are . quite the equal of the 
pure bred, and aa they are hardier and 
hotter rustlers, they do not require 
quite so much care and attention.

Transpor- 
tation of the bodies of those who have 
died of yellow fever, heretofore absolute- 
ly prohibited, under the new rules Is per- 
mitted. lu Illinois .between T>ec. 1 and 
April 1. These bodies must, however, 
as well as those of other contagious dis- 
eases, -be thoroughly disinfected by an 
embnlmor holding a State certificate be- 
fore being accepted fos transportation.

WATERING HORSES. 
Horses often suffer for want of 
water. For some unexplained reason 
other animals are allowed to Judge 
for themselves, but horses are kept 
on short allowance. This Is all wrong. 
Except when too worm or Immediately 
after feeding horses should havo ail 
the good pure pater they /will' drink. 
They need water to dilute their dry 
feed, to convert It Into a liquid in the 
process of digesttou. Food will re- 
main 'in the stomach until sufficient 
'Juices. are added to dissolve It, Fever- 
ish symptoms 'are soon 'apparent to a 
close observer when -a horBe has in- 
sufficient water, A horse should be 
given water bath before and after feed- 
ing. Proper management will provide 
th- necessary conveniences. Horses 
should not be compelled to suffer for 
their owner's neglect or other mis- 
management. 



EXPERIENCE WITH BROODER 
CHICKS. 

I have been .using brooders this sea- 
soa for the .first time and have two 
of 100-chlck capocity^What little ex- 
perience that ' I have had with tho 
brooder chicks, teaches me that we 
ofton crowd too many chicks In a 
brooder. It you place only about 40 
or 50 chicks In a 100 capacity brooder, 
you will 'find they will: occupy It 
among them, I placed 40 cblcka fa 
the brooder and lost but two.. At an- 
other time I placed 100- lu a brooder 
and lost over half of thorn, 

Tho method - of feeding brooder 
chicks fa of tho utmost importance. I 
had read several articles on feeding 
and care, hut I thought there was too 
much theory about the feeding; ques- 
tion.' My little experience tenches; mo 
that the feeding question must not 
be neglected. Tho 40 chicks were fed 
on food that I believed would do just 
as well, but I plainly see my folly. 
Crowding In too many together and 
improper feeding was the cause of a 
largo per' cent of loss in the second 
case mentioned, — Alvln Whltlock, In 
New England Homestead. 



WHY CHICKENS DIE. 

It has came to be a saying with 
■poultry breeders that" the chicks must 
ho lour weeka'bld ' before' they can be 
safely counted on to mature. The rea- 
son of this is that most of the loss 
among young chicks Is previous to this 
age. It Is not necessary to go far 
to find It. It may bo due to anyone 
of three causes, and Is ofton due to 
two or, even 'all thro o of them. 

In tho first place the vigor of the 
&nfcks depends on the vigor of the 
Btock which produces It If the stock 
la weak from any cause, the eggs can- 
not bo made to produce vigorous 
chicks. This lack in • the breeding 
stock may be brought about by in- 
breeding, the presence of vermine, or 
teed Insufficient in .quality or consti- 
tuents. " 

After tho eggs are, hatched the 
vhlcko may be killed off by Itce or 
mites or they may be sacrificed by 
bareless feeding. S 

For. the first cause of this trouble 
<mere Is no remedy. 

Chicks hatched from weak. breeding 
stock are foredoomed to an early 
death, or a profitless life, and oftenest 
It Is deatb. 

Tho presence of lice Is often due 
to carelessness, and lack of proper food 
may bo duo to ignorance of careless- 
ness, or a combination of both, 

Soft feed mixed lu excess of Im- 
mediate wants and allowed to sour, 
is a prolific cause of death. Bad drink-, 
lug .water loads In the same direction. 

The cansa of this great mortality 
among young chicks being pointed out, 
thojemedy is obvious, and anyone can 
apply It. Sound, sweet food, plenty 
of grit, freedom from lice, pure water. 
These are the requirements to main- 
tain good health In chicks from 
heal thy :: \ stock. Not to furnish these 
brings Its own punishment In the loss 
of chicks.— Farmers' Voice,

A survey of the grounds to be Irri-

To distribute the water 1,000 teat; a 
2% inch wrought iron plpb waB bought 
and laid on the ground to auch places 
_os It was" desired to irrigate. This is 
"simply- screwed together and can be 
changed for different crops as need- 
ed. \ Large valves 'opening to JUill size 
of the 'pipe, with hose connections, 
were atoched at such places as to 
make It most convenient to use a two* 
Inch linen hose. 

The watering of thB strawberries 
was. mostly done with a nozzle which, 
1,000 feet from the pump would throw 
the water in d aolld stream from 80 to 
100 feet, breaking into a fine spray 
like rain befoge reaching the ground, 
With 100 feet .of hose we can, with 
one attachment of the hose, cover a 
circle of 400 feet, or something over 
two acres. ' This could be thoroughly 
wet In two hours, which 1b really more 
than Is necessary at ono- time for 
strawberries, unless allowed to get 
too dry fn the beginning. 

For black raspberries we tried Irri- 
gation, by fill owe ring and flooding. The 
latter- method gave the best results, 
for more water was got on the ground, 
and the berries were larger, of better 
color and more juicy. A heavy 1 ne- 
gation of about 1% inches ot water to 
the acre waa given as the berries were 
beginning to ripen, which was enough 
to carry the crop. The. berries sold 
from two to three cents per quart more 
than berries not irrigated. — Wolter L. 
Taber, In American Agriculturist. 




SPRAYING HINTS. 

It Is ■ within the last twanty : flve 
years ' that . the great Importance of 
spraying our orchards has. become so 
manifest. Before that time there was 
not the close competition . In fruit 
growing that there Is today, and 
blemished fruit which would former- 
ly pass In the market unnoticed la now 
thrown aside with (he -culls, There 
are several reasons why spraying Is 
now of prime importoncc. Insects 
and fungous diseases are constantly 
coming to our orchards from foreign 
shores. Old neglected orchards serve 
as a breeding place for pests and help 
to scatter them about. There are 
many who grow fruit along with their 
general farming who say spraying 
docBn't-pay;" butil these same people 
would keep their orchards In good 
tilth, follow, a systematic method of 
spraying, and properly grade their 
fruit, they- would be surprised at the 
profit received from email orchards. 

Care, however, must bo exercised 
In handling sprays, for a. little mistake 
may cause a serious loss. An illus- 
tration of this ' occurred in Michigan. 
A fruit grower read a formula for a 
spray requiring so many pounds of 
copper sulphate to so many gallons of 
water, and' through carelessness be 
read It pounds instead of gallons of 
water, The^result was a badly dam- 
aged orcbafd. Had bo followed the 
old adage, "Be sure you are right then, 
go ahead," he would have saved his 
trees, his temper and his money. 
When it becomes necessary to spray 
fruit that is ripening, the following 
solution Is recommended Copper car- 
bonate one ounce, ammonia, enough 
to dissolve the copper carbonate, water 
nine gallons. 

The tlmo to spray and the number 
of applications* rependa upon the va- 
riety of fruit and the object in view. 
Every, grower,, must know Just whtt he 
alms to Idll -when he sprays. Trees 
should never be sprayed with any of 
the poisonous solutions while In blos- 
som, as this kills the bees and some 
other insects which ore indispensable 
in fertilizing some fruits. Apples, 
pears, plums and grapes should re- 
ceive regular applications every year.

WATER SUPPLY FOR.FRUITS. 

As the growing of strawberries has 
been one of our special crops, and aim- 
ing to produce aa fine benies as pos- 
sible, the application of 'water by ir- 
rigation has been forced upon us. We 
put In a gasoline engine of 14 horse: 
power and a rotary. pump with a ca- 
pacity of 300 gallons per minute. This 
Was 'selected because of its economical 
method of producing power, it costing 
only from $L- to* 91.60 .per day to run 
It .The- engine uses one gallon gaso- 



Colorado Baca at St, Louis, 
Mayor Swink, qf Rocky Ford, Col., 
Is an apiarist, nnd he has, perhaps, the 
largest bee plant in America. He Is 
going* to send his bees- to tire* World's 
Fair, and they will worlc at St. Louis 
from tho time the Exposition opens 
until it closes.. Mr. Swlnk's plan, 
which will cost fully $10,000 of his 
own money Is ta bring to St. LouU 
enough bee-hives to construct in min- 
iature a_ counterpart of tho Colorado 
State -House, at Denver. Tho bees 
will then be turned out. to find ma- 
terial for honeymnking in tho country 
surrounding the World's Fair grounds. 
It will require about 040 hives to con- 
struct the little State House, and in 
it about 6,500,000 bees will work. 

A Colorado representative at the St. 
Louis Exposition said on this subject; 
"We have one bee man who works 
hie bee's all tho year through, tn 
summer they work in his alfalfa fields 
In Colorado, and in tho fall he ships 
them to bis plantation in Florida, 
where* they work among the flowers 
and orange groves until time to return 
them to the West In the spring, 
1 In~ Colorado we bavo each yeai a 
Watermelon day, at Rocky Ford; a 
Potato day, at Greely; a Strawberry 
day, at Canon City, and ft Fruit day, 
at Grand Junction.' These are holi- 
days, nnd in 1S04 these celebrations 
will bo held in St, Louis, and on these 
days Colorado fruit w'll bo as free 
as water for those who celebrate with 
us."

10,000 Japanese laborers had been sent 
to Hawaii, Itis reported that advices 
have been received from Hawaii to the 
effect that no more emigrants should 
bo sont- for the present, as there are 
fears of the emigration act being en- 
forced: 

The "South Is keeping up with the 
procession of trusts. A combination of 
cotton yard mills is being organized 
with a capitalization of $00,000,000.

The striking machinists of the AIIIs-

cent Increase In wages over the amount 
offered by the company before tho 
strike waa inaugurated. Under the 
terms of the settlement the men will 
work ten hours except Saturday, when 
they work five hours, making a flfty- 
fivc-hour week. Tho union has paid 
out $55,000 In strike benefits, suffering 
has been endured and human life sac- 
rificed. The company lias returned to 
n ten-bour day, but this condition Is 
likely to be temporary.

The natives of Lu- 
ton seeni considerably more clvlltxed tlittn 
those of. the Islands, Sonic of those In 
Snmnr arc nothing hut savages ami of 
course cannot bo treated like civilized 
people. Theey nil would resort to most 
barbarous methods of warfare at times, 

"Instances of the torture and slaughter 
of American soldiers arc very numerous. 
All of my commu nils knaw that they were 
not unduly severe with the ua lives. I 
always have tried to conduct my com- 
pnlgns according to military regulations. 
It is not for me to Bay whether I deserve 
It or not. I have done what I thought 
was right and am ready to settle down In 
quiet."

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Mob nt Bhetiandoah Attneke Nonunion 
Men— Rioters, After Victory, Con- 
■trol tlie Town— Troopi Are Hushed 
to the fictile. 



■ One thousand shots wera flred, 1 a mer- 
chant, was tilled, two score strikers nnd 
four^pollcemou^were shot and a deputy 
sheriff and two non-union .miners .were' 
beaten almost to death during a battle 
at.Stfmandoab, Pa'., between f3,000 'strik- 
ers or strike/ sympathisers . nnd officials 
who sought to protect non-union miners 
that had been Imported In an effort to 
break the coal' strike. . 

Sheriff Beddall, wboqo cousin, was slain 
In one. skirmish, appealed to the Gov- 
ernor for troops, sad the Eighth .and 
Twelfth regiments were ordered oat,. to- 
gether with the. Governor's troop from 
Hurrlsburg. The miners' union admitted 
that the foreign clement was beyond con- 
trol,' The rioters took complete control 
of the town. The United Mine Workers 
posted n bulletia -disowning- any i connec- 
tion with tho rioting, sad calling upon 
all miners to aid In maintaining peace. 
Mayor Brown Issued n proclamation call- 
ing upon the citizens to help preserve the 
peace. . 

Town in Ornap at Mob, 
-The long pent up eager of the strikers, 
to control which has been tba continued 
effort of the leaders of the United Mine 
Workers, burst all bounds shortly before 
nightfall Wednesday and a desperate bat- 
tle raged. The men engaged in the con- 
flicts were largely of tne. foreign element 
of the strikers. These flung the counsel 
of the leaders to the winds.' Shenandoah, 
a town of 25,000 Inhabitants, and the 
surrounding region during the night un- 
derwent a reign of terror. 

All day the town was in. disorder,' but 
the serious trouble did not start until 
o'clock, when Deputy Sheriff Thomas 
Beddull, a cousin of the- sheriff, attempt- 
ed to escort two non-union workers 
through the strikers' line of pickets. The 
workmen were dressed In their street 
clothes, but one of them carried a bundle 
under his arm, and this. nroussd-.thc sus- 
picion of the strikers. The bundle was 
torn from him, and when it was found to 
contain a 'blouse and overalls the man 
was taken from the deputy and beaten 
almost to death. 

In the meantime Beddall opened fire on 
the mob, which had gathered by this 
time,- and emptied his revolver. Two of 
the shots took effect, one man being trhot 
In the leg and the other In the foot. The 
deputy and the other strike breaker were 
now' compelled to fly for their lives and 
took refuge In tho Philadelphia and Bead- 
ing Railroad station. The station was 
soon surrounded by an angry mob of 
6,000, which waB becoming more threat- 
ening and demonstrative every moment. 
.Joseph "Beddall, a hardware merchant, 
and brother ot the deputy sheriff, .was 
seen making his way through the crowd 
In an effort to reach his brother, and the 
mob, divining that he was carrying am- 
munition to those luslde the station,, seiz- 
ed him and beat him with cluba Into in- 
sensibility. He died on the way to tho 
Miners' hospital. 

The ttrlkcrs continued to etone the. sta- 
tion, and the entire borough police force 
rushed to the scene and escorted the dep- 
uty sheriff nnd his men to an engine 
which had been hacked into the station 
for that purpose. When the mob renllzed 
that Its prey was about to escape, it sur- 
rounded the engine, and the engineer was 
afraid to move. 

In a few moments the police fired a vol- 
ley, dispersing the crowef^for a brief pe- 
riod, and the engineer turned on full 
■team nnd got away with lib men. Stones 
were now thrown thick, and fast about 
the heads of the police, whereupon Chief 
John Fry gave the order to Arc. At tho 
first volley the mob fell back and sev- 
eral were seen to fall. Their retreat, how- 
ever, waSibut momentary.? -They turned 
and' with revolvers, stones and n few 
shotguns charged on the little bnnd of 
policemen and made thena Jly for their 
lives. 

The policemen turned In their flight at 
Bhort Intervals and flred volley after vol- 
ley at their pursuers, but the mob seemed 
thoroughly Infuriated sad smoking' re- 
volvers seemed to have no terrors for 
them. 

When tho Lehigh Railroad crossing wji, 
reached a passing freight train blockcA 
tho progress of the police, two ot whom 
were caught and beaten, One of them, 
Stiney Yacopsky, will die. 

It Is estimated that upwards :of on» 
thousand shots were fired, nnd the won- 
der la that more fatalities did -not result. 
At least twenty strikers, all of whom 
were foreigners, wore shot, and nt least 
two ot them will die. 



FOOD DEAR IN LONDON. 

^»or Seel the Keeord'Hreaklon: Prlct 
of Provisions,. — 

The Increase In tho price of provisions 
Is making a great : difference, to London's 
humbler inhabitants. At the present mo- 
ment, in tho opinion of Londoners in the 
provision trade; food is dearer than, at 
any time for a quarter of a century. Ba- 
con, the poor man's luxury, has risen in 
price between one-third and one-half. Ba- 
con dealers declare that it Is due to a 
pcarcity of bogs In the United States. 

"How docs the poor man, whose wages 
»tc ot fixed amount, doT* ' one deulcr, 
experlcncedla the retail trade, was ask- 
ed. "Ho simply doesn't do at all," was 
the reply. "He has cither' to diminish the 
quantity ot bacon he eats, or else, th» 
more usual course, he substitutes a cheap 
Jam or marmalade."

x"onnsr KSnc of Spain Cansee n Very 
■ Bad Scandal. 

According to Madrid correspondents 
the eccentric behavior of. King^Alfonyo 
Is causing the royal household much anx- 
iety for. the future of the young King, 
who seems . to combine .the depraved 
tastes of his notorious grandmother with 
the Irresponsibility of his hnlf-lmbeclle 
father. After angering the military ofll- 
clals and antagonizing his ministers, he 
is now on strained terras with the Queen 
mother, whom he has repeatedly insulted 
grossly, and has estranged the sympathy 
of the family and of his court by the 
fondness he has developed for low asso- 
ciates. 

The household 'has made desperate ef- 
forts to conceal these facta anS* prevent 
a public scandal; but a portion of the 
-truth has, nevertheless leaked out in. so- 
cial circles.' The King's attitude toward 
the Queen mother Is the most severely 
criticised part of' his conduct, for he 
seems to have lost_o.ll sense of respect 
due to her and whciTln any way crossed 
by her, he curses her in the language of 
a coal hcavcr,-even though servants nnd 
others may be present. The King will 
hare it clearly understood that bis word 
Is supreme and at the most trifling oppo- 
sition to his whims he becomes abusive. 
HfltnH,, frequently spat la the faces of 
servants who have neglected his orders. 

The most recent of these scenes very 
nearly resulted in nn open rupture be- 
t wen' the King and the Queen mothr. 
The King showered upon his mother all 
the oaths acquired from his low caste 
associates, and finally ordered her out of 
the royal palace. ' The Queen remaining 
Impassive, the King cried violently: "I 
shall cnll my guards to throw you into

the streets of Madrid." He 'wns ringing 
to give the order, when his confessor 
came hurriedly In,- nnd succeeded In re- 
storing outward peace. The Queen moth- 
er has since then declined to sec the 
King save In public and has passed most 
of her time In prayer. It Is said that 
she thought of retiring from the court, 
but that the King's advisers bnve per- 
minded her to remain for the present at 
least. 

Serious ns the consequence of these 
events has been In the palace and In the 
government, the public, which Is ns yet 
Imperfectly Informed of the King's ec- 
centricities, is impressed rather favorably 
than otherwise; His refusal to sign 
certain decrees, and the continual oppo- 
sition lie raises against ministerial pro- 
jects, have given rise to the hope that 
the power Is held by n man resolute 
enough to end the evils engendered by 
the ii n firm, rule ot a woman swaying be- 
tween political antagonism and religion* 
pressure. 

His utter disregard ot mllltnry prece- 
dents has been much relished by the pop- 
nlnee as nn. net of Independence, Tfhlle 
his personal Investigation of nn explo- 
sion lu the outskirts of Madrid at 7 a. 
tit. was . Interpreted .-ns a -sign of. praise- 
worthy Initiative.- But those within the 
palace consider the King's conduct uot 
so much the result of enterprise us the 
freaks of a young and hereditary weak 
mind, deranged by: the sudden acquisi- 
tion of power. 



DUN HAS QOOD CROP REPORT. 
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Corn Will Show Banner Yield and 
Whent Good. 

BcportB from correspondents of B. G. 
Dun & Co. in Important crop sections 
show continued favorable progress for 
corn, and prospects of a banner yield. 
Winter whent grades low, but the yield 
Is good, ond In Xcbrashn spring w]t.\it 
Is being cut, with .conditions favorable. 
Damage by floods in Texas to cotton Is 
inslgnllicnnt nnd n large yield Is practi- 
cally, assured in the Southwest. 

In the Atlantic coast' States and In 
some parts of Georgia nnd -Alabama rain 
Is needed, but the crop in making favor- 
able, progress, liny harvest Is still great- 
ly retarded by wet weather. Oats still 
promise a largo yield. Prom central New 
York reports are numerous of blight and 
rot of early potatoes, but still a good 
yield.. 

Tobacco In the Lynchburg section is 
free from insects and weeds, though lit- 
tle progress is nindc on account of the 
drought; In New York State an average 
yield Is anticipated, Apples arn doing 
poorly and hops in New York Stato rrc 
making very unsatisfactory progress. , 

Tobacco Smoke on Vlsense Preventive. 
Added now to the joys of tobacco. is 
the knowledge that snioklng may pre- 
vent £imc disease?. Dr. Dttmon has 
etudlcQ the action of tobacco smoke upon 
the various organisms found In the cavity 
of the mouth, and has found that, while It 
has no effect upon typhoid fever germs 
or tetoniiB (lockjaw), It greatly retards 
the growth of the bacilli ot Induction, of 
diphtheria nnd of consumption.
